CIVIL SERVICE IDEA 
OFFERED TO BOARD 


Terrell Asks Commission 

% to Draft Amendment. 

Fifty New Teachers Em- 
ployed for Term. 


Estadlishment of a department of 
visual education in the schools, dis- 
cussion of a plan proposed by Com- 
missioner W. H. Terrell to inaugu- 
rate the civil service regulations 
applicable to teachers and provide 
@ pension system within the de- 
partment, and the election of ap- 
proximately fifty teachers to take 
up their duties next Monday, were 
features of the regular meeting of 
the board of education Thursday 
afternoon. 

The pension proposal met the ap- 
proval of Mayor Key. He moved 
that it be adopted. Mr. Terrell 
raised the point, and Pena from the 
code to sustain it. that the mayor 
and council must make the pension 
appropriations out of the city treas- 
ury and the board of education has 
no authority to assume the burden 
except under a charter amendment. 
Despite his point the board voted to 
pay the pensions of its employees, 
who are eligible because of long 
service in the department. 

The board also adopted the idea 
of Mrs. J. E. Andrews, member of 
the lady board of visitors and chair- 
man for Georgia of the Nationa] Se- 
curity league, suggesting that the 
schools of the city be opened next 
Tuesday morning with a patriotic 
program. On motion of Commis- 
sioner Carl Hutcheson the board 
voted to make the-exercises an an- 
nual feature of opening week in the 
schools. 

To finance the department of Vis- 
val education for the first year the 
board authorized an appropriation 
of $5,000. This included money to 
pay the salary of a director, who 
is to be employed. Superintendent 
Sutton announced that he will 


search. the country for the best 
visual education director available. 


Teach by Pictures. 

The new department was advo- 
vated by the superintendent, who 
stresséqd !ts value aS an addition in 
the curriculum. The purpose of the 
system is to teach in the grammar 
and high schoo] classes by motion 
pictures the subjects which the 
pupils. are following in_ history, 
sejence, literature, geography and 
other studies,’ impressing the stu- 
dents with an eye study as well as 
mental study. 

Three new machines will be pur- 
chased. A portable machine will be 
available for the use of the director. 
Several of the schools already have 
motion picture machines of their 
own. Lantern slides as well as 
movies will be used. A regular 
course of film study in connection 
with the textbooks will be mapped 
out, and the pupils will get the mind 
picture from the books and the eye’ 
picture from the screen. 

Commissioner Terrell propose: 
his civil service and pension plan 
as an amendment to the city cnar- 
ter. He offered a motion that a 
comumittee of three be appointed to 
draft an amendment to be intro- 
duced at the next session of the 
legislature. 

Asks Reason for Change. 

Commissioner Hutcheson asked 
him why he wished to change the 
present method ef employing teach- 
ers. Mr. Terrell replied that his | 
object was to provide a measure of | 
guarantee to the teachers that 
they would not be ousted from their 
places simply because they might 
have incurred the personal dislike 
of a board member or somebody 
else of authority in the school de- 
partment, | 

Mayor Key remarked that there 
are “cases of temperament” among 
the teachers and he didn't believe 
that the civil service as generally 
understood could very well apply 
in the department. “If your plan is 
for the purpose of keeping some- 
body on the pay roll it might be 
all right,” he said. Pursuing the 
subject, the mayor stated that at 
the recent annual election only two 
teachers were left off. “A great 
big howl was raised about one but 
nothing was said about the other.” 

The civil service rule ought to 
apply as well in the school system 
as it does in the police and fire 
department, Mr. Terrell asserted, 

Farce, Says Hutcheson. 

“The civil service in both of these 
departments is a farce; you know 
that.” interrupted Mr. Hutcheson. 

“If you want to get a person’s 
job,” responded Mr. Terrell, “you 
ean make it s) hot for him that 
he’ll quit before he'll lie down and‘ 
die in the department.” Mr. Ter- 
rell’s motion received no second, 
but he served notice that he will 
renew it at every subsequent meet- 
ing as long as he is a member of

London, September 8.—Llovd- 
George's final proposals to Eamonn 
de Valera, setting September 20 as 
the tentative date for renewal of 
the face-to-face discussions of thei 
Irish peace, are viewed as a ter) 
mendous step forward, and as bring- 
ing to a conclusion the tedious ex- 
change of notes preliminary to get- 
ting down to a working basis. 

The note self, slightly more for- 
mal and slightly stronger in tone 
than Lloyd-George’s previous com- 
munications, makes at least one 
concession—the British premier is 
willing to discuss De Valera’s ex- 
pressed objection that the proposals 
Offer Ireland less than dominion 
liberty such as is enjoyed by other 
members of the British empire, and 
by inference promises to explain 
away this objection. 

Text of Note. 

“Wis majesty’s government,” the: 
note says, “is loath to believe that | 
you will insist upon rejecting these’ 
proposals without a conference. To! 
decline to discuss a_ settlement! 
which would bestow upon the Irish | 
people the fullest freedom of na-| 
tional development within the ant 
pire, would only mean that you re-| 
pudiate all allegiance to the crown)! 
and all membership in the British | 
government. 

“If we draw this inference from 
your letter, further discussion woulé| 
serve no useful purpose and all con- 
ferences would be in vain. If, hows! 
ever, we are mistaken, as we still! 
hope, and if your rea] objections to! 
the proposals is that they offer Ire- 
land less tHan the liberty we have 
described, that -objection could be 
explained at the conferences” 

This portion of the note is, of 
course, a direct reply to the state- 
ment of De Valera that the British 
proposals were not, actually an offer 
of independence. within the em- 
pire such as if enjoyed by other 
dominions. and is viewed &s concili- 
atory in that it distinctly offers to 
make this point’ a matter for dis- 
cussion and one which the Irish 
leader need not accept before enter- 
ing the conference. 

Mast Not Leave Empire. 

Lloyd-George at the outset re- 
pudiates De Valera’s contention that 
the principle of government by con- 
sent of the governed is applicable 
in the present instance. Declaring! 
that this principle is a fundamental 
development of the British consti- 
tution, he pleads that it neverthe- 
less-cannot be interpreted as “com- 
mitting the British government to 
any demands” De Valera might pre-

Former Soldier Will Tell 
of Alleged Inhuman 
Treatment of Doughboys 
in French Civil Jails.

of former American 
soldiers imprisoned in French civil 
jails, will be described to the 
Churches Prison commission, of 
Atlanta. by a doughboy recently re- 
leased and returned to the United 
States, who will st®p here to tell 
his story “while en route to his 
nome in Texas. 

Charles N. Walker, secretary and 
treasurer of the commission, has 
received a letter from the ex-serv- 
ice man, who claims that the condi- 
tions are inhuman and states that 
what he will tel] the, commission 
will be backed by affidavits /and 
other documentary proof. 

Reports of alleged rigorous treat- 
ment imposed on. former soldiers 
incarcerated in French prisons for 
violation of the civil statutes, were 
first brougtht to the attention of 
the commission in a communication 
written by Hf! Cleveland Coxe, for- 
merly American vice consul at 
Paris and a resident of the French 
capital. He termed their plight as 
pitiful and said the French gov- 
ernment was taking no official 
steps to investigate or stop the 
methods practiced on the helpless 
men. 

‘Wrote President Harding. 

The Churches Prison commission 
took the matter up vigorously with 
the state department at Washing- 
ton, Mr. Coxe wrote from Paris 
to President Harding. In a subDse- 
quent letter to the churches com- 
Mission’ Mr, Coxe said that his com- 
munication had been turned over 
to the department of state and the 
department had sent it to the Paris 
embassy.

To Help Business, 
Is Hoover Belief 


Secretary Predicts Easing of 
Situation After Heavy 
Grain Movement. 


Washington, September 8—Un- 
precedented exports of wheat dur- 
ing August should react favorably 
on agricultural and business con- 
ditions throughout the country, Sec- 
retary Hoover declared today. Ac- 
cording to his reports, wheat ex- 
ports last month amounted to 33,595,- 
000 bushels, or about four times 
the volume of any pre-war figures 
for August. 

Increase in the movement ol 
wheat, Mr. Hoover said, should par- 
ticularly ease the credit situation 
through a lessened demand upon 
the War Finance corporation for 
advances. Exports of wheat to Eu- 
rope have been growing, he added, 
notwithstanding that the crop in 
European countries this year has 
been. above normal, while the crop 
in this country has fallen below 
the average. The failure Of. the 
potato cyop in Europe, he explained, 
has forced the use of wheat prod- 
ucts as a substitute, and this coun- 
try as a result has been called upon 
for additional supplies. 

Recent advances in the price of 
cotton were regarded by Mr. Hoover 
as promising a betterment of condi- 
tions in the south, provided the 
increased ‘levels are maintained. If 
the price of cotton stays up, he 
declared, the south will not need the 
credit relief which has been sought 
and which the War Finance corpo- 
ration is prepared to give.

The govyernor’s. mansion lease 
commission Thursday decided to ac- 
cept bids for the leasing of the gov- 
ernor’s mansion property October

fifty years. This decision was 
reached at a meeting held in the 
governor's office at which al] objec- 
tions to the leasing of the property 
were discussed by commission mem- 
bers, Carl N, Guess, representative 
in the legislature from DeKalb 
county, was authorized to advertise 
in three Atlanta newspapers for 
bids on the governor’s mansion 
property. 

The bids to be advertised will of- 
fer the entire property as an en- 
tity or will offer parts of it as may 
be desired by possible lessees. At- 
torney-General George M. Napier 
and T. J. Carting, of Macon, drew 
up the form of advertisement which 
will be printed in the papers of the 
state. 

All details of the lease are con- 
tained in the statement of the two 
officials which is as follows: 

Details of Lease. 

“Approximate size of ground, 150 
feet on Peachtwee street, 400 feet on 
Cain street and 150 feet on Spring 
Street. 

“The governor’s mansion leasing

FEDERAL TRAINING

The New York

The new treaty arrangement tries 
hard to skim off the best results of 
the war and appropriate them to 
Our uses, but at most succeeds only 
in filing a claim to them which may 
Or may not—most likely will not— 
be sustained by events. The ab- 
Surdity of the whole proposition is 
Seen in the fact that Germany her- 
self is firmly bound down and 
hedged about by the most stringent 
of restrictions and could not bea ex- 
pected to do anything that waa not 
permitted by the representatives of 
the allies underthe Versailles treaty 
and the subsequent agreements. The 
new document must therefore be 
considered as littie more than a 
piece of “window dressing” which 
leaves this country practically 
where it was before. 

What will be our future trade and 
commercial relations with Germany 
will now be largely dependent upon 
the trend of future events; repara- 
tions developments, the tariff agree- 
ments, policies into which we may 
enter, and above all the.general at- 
titude of the allies in the indemnity 
matter and similar questions. It may 
easily result from the Washington 
conferences of the coming autumn 
that our international agreements 
and obligations, which we have 
sought so sedulously to keep to a 
minimum, will become much more 
Serious and inelusive than those 
outlined in the treaty of Versailles. 
If so, the political declarations and 
contests which have for three years 
past delayed the development of our 
international! position will have 
proven themselves wholly futile. 

The present German agreement 
is another step in the direction of 
attaining the origina] result offered 
as an outcome of the war, and once 
more shows that the direct road to 
the settlement of our internatidnal 
relations would have beén the adop- 
tion of the treaty of Versailles with 
suitable reservations or amendments 
—a method rendered impossible 
partly by the recalcitrance of the 
senate and partiy byw the obstinacy 
of the then executive.

South Carolina Repealed 
Her Gross Income Tax Act; 


the Commission

Columbia, S. C., September 8.— 
(Special.)—One wonders how the 
government of the state of South | 


Carolina is run on 80 small amount | 
of money, considering that a total | 
of around $6,000,000 a year is all | 
it takes in, the major portion of 
which goes into school support. 

And that last fact, in a degree, 
is the answer. 

South Carolina’s remarkable agri- 
cultural dévelopment is attributable 
more to the excellent work of Clem- 


son college and its collateral public 
service activities than to any other 
source. 

South Carolina’s remarkable tex- 
tile development is attributed more 
than any other source to the train- 
ing of the young men of the state 
in textile engineering; and of the 
great work of the ‘textile schools, 
and the mill schools and community 
service carried on under the au- 
Spices of one or another branch of 
School activity in the state. 


Other contributing factors are, 
first, the most excellent and con- 
structive administration of Gov- 


ernor Cooper, and the close co- 
ordination of the departments of 
atate government, including’ the 
working co-operation between the 
state college of. agriculture and the 
State department of agriculture; 
and, second, the maintenance of a 
Sure-enough, honest-to-goodness 
budget system. This latter factor is 
one of the “saving graces” of the 
Palmetto state. 


Bond Issues Should 
Pay For Building 


The work of the tax commission, 
in surveying the whole subject of 
a worth-while fiscal system for the 
state, is a most notable one, as 
it is doubtful if any commission of 
the kind in the south ever went s0 
carefully and painstakingly into its 
work, or appraised its responsibili- 
ties more keenly. 

It found that the state had ap- 
propriated $2,400,000 in five years 
for new buildings, and it took the 
same view that any large business 
corporation would take, namely, 
that there is little more justifica- 
tion for the state’s paying for a 
building that will last and serve 
for fifty or a hundred years out 
of current revenues than there is 
for paying current expenses out of 
a forty-year bond issue. 

“Past general assemblies, in the 
face of appealing exigencies, such 
as the distressing condition of the 


state hospital after the failure of 
the needed bond isSue at the polls, 
have felt impelled to undertake ex- 
tensive building operations out of 
current revenues. But it would 
seem too patent for argument that 
such a@ policy involves a grave in- 
justice to the present generation 
of taxp@yers aS wel! as to the pres- 
ent generation of the state’s needy 
wards who must ‘do without,’ and 
that the practice should be discon- 
tinued. It follows the state’s build- 
ing program should be financed by 
a bond issue which will extend the 
period of payment over a reason- 
able portion of the period of bene- 
fit or service of the improvement.” 

Itow true those words ring, as @ 
sound business proposition. 


Ad Valorem Alone 


Has Fallen Down. 

This commission has made the fol- 
lowing wenefal deductions: 

(1) That the state of South Caro- 
lina is not a pauper colony; (2) that 
a state: which is spending approxi- 
mately 2 1-2 times less than the av- 
erage American commonwealth for 
state purposes is probably doing 
less for its people through govern- 
mental agencies than they are enti- 
tled to; (3) that there is insistent 
demand ftr increased state reve- 
nues; (4) that this demand cannot 
to any appreciable extent be attrib- 
uted to extravagance in appropri- 
ation or to inefficiency in adminis- 
tration; (5) that public revenues for 
both state and local purposes are al- 
most wholly derived from the gen- 
eral property tax; (6) that under 
the present system of taxation an 
increase of revenues means simply 
an increase in the rate of taxation 
upon property; (7) that if the pres- 
ent general property tax rate in 
South Carolina is already excés- 
sively, or even Bufficiently, high the 
tax system of South Carolina as now 
administered stands condemned un- 
der the first count upon which any 
tax system must be tried—that of 
failure to produce adequate revenue. 


The commission cites evidences of 
inequalities; proves that the bulk of 


taxable values in the state escapes 
taxation entirely, and concludes 
that, subjected to the acid test of 
results, the administration of the 
general property tax in South Caro- 
lina has proved a tailure, It is a 
failure, (1) in that it has promot- 
ed and developed an outlaw system 
of levying and collecting the public 
revenue, which places the taxpayer 
in the position of circumventing the 
law and is subversive of habits of 
good citizenship and of the public 
morals; (2) in that it has been pro- 
ductive of gross inequality and con- 
sequent injustice in the incidence of 
the tax burden upon the citizens of 
the state; (3) in that it has led to 
the imposition of exorbitantly high 
tax rates that tend to discourage 
the ownership of property and the 
investment of new capital in the 
state; and (4) in that, as now ad- 
ministered, it hag reached the break- 


ing point as a producer of né@ces- 


;sary revenues for the state and its¢ plant

subdivisions. 


Revaluation Law 


Can Force Taxes. 

That the administration of taxa- 
tion has materially improved under 
the new tax commission law the 
comimission holds; and it also. holds 


that the carrying to the tax books 
all of the taxable valuations in the 
state can be accomplished within 
twelve months’ time by the passage 
of a revaluation and reassessment 
act which would provide the neces- 
sary specia] machinery for revalu- 
ing all property throughout the 
state at the same time, under the 
same rules and upon the same 
terms. Until that can be done, it is 
believed that statutes embodying 
the ideas, however, would amount 
to little more than dead timber on 
the books. This method of sum- 
mary and simultaneous revaluation 
throughout the state, which has 
been rigidly adopted in North Caro- 
lina—and is considered the only way 
to bring the property to the table— 
is not generally approved by the 
commission, however, owing to pecu- 
liar conditions in South Carolina not 
accountable in North Carolina. For 
that reason it does not recommend 
a revaluation act. 

The strongest argument that can 


income tax law. It was a dead let-~- 
ter and a failure, and for that reason 
it was repealed by the legislature in 


1918. The cause of the failure pri- 
marily was the same as the cause 


of the present failure of the general 


property tax, namely, that it sought 
to impose an unjust tax and could 
not be enforced. 

The old income tax law of the 
state imposed a tax upon the tax- 
payer's gross income, or profits, from 
every source, allowin no deduc- 
tion for payments for interest upon 
debts, for losses, or for other legiti- 
mate deductions that should be 
made from gross income to ascer- 
tain net income. 

The commission found that— 

“An income law of that character 
could not be enforced any more suc- 
cessfully than the ad valorem tax 
at a rate of 5 or 6 per cent upon 
notes and mortgages. Its failure 
was also partially attributable to 
lack of proper administrative ma- 
chinery. Even a fair and just in- 
come tax cannot be successfully en- 
forced without providing the neces- 
Sary administrative machinery for 
that purpose. The experience of all 
the states with similar income tax 
laws, and with no adequate admin- 
istrative machinery, has been iden- 
tica] with that of South Carolina,— 
the failure of the law.” 


Graduated Net . 


Income Tax Favored. 

On the contrary, however, the 
commission, after a careful study of 
the subject, concluded— 

“(1) That’ the basic principle of 
the personal income tax is sound 
and that the income tax is an es- 
sential] part of any well-balanced 
system of state taxation; (2) that 
its place in the system of taxation 
for South Carolina is as a supple- 
ment to a@ properly classified prop- 
erty tax; (3) that it should be used 
as one of the principal sources of 
State revenues, so as to leave the 
taxation Of property largely to 
counties and the other local taxing 
districts; (4) that the constitutional 
provisions requiring taxation of all 
property at a uniform rate affect 
the application of a general income 
tax law to an extent that makes 
it inexpedient to enact and to at- 
tempt to administer the income tax 
as a part of the state’s system of 
taxation at this time.” 

This is of great interest to Geor- 
gia, for while the commission con- 
demned without stint of words a 
gross income tax, such as was 
sought in Georgia at the recent leg- 
islature, it also concluded that an 
equitable net income tax, with 
the proper enforcement machinery, 
should be made a part of the tax- 
ing system of the state. 

What the legislature will most 
likely do at its January session is 
to supplement the ad valorem with 
a graduated net income tax, and 
very materially reduce the ad va- 
lorem rate, the making of it a nom- 
inal tax for speoific purposes. 


License Taxes 


Not a Remedy. 

The findings of the South Caro- 
lina commission ag to license taxes 
are of extreme interest to Geor- 
gians, They follow: 

“(1) That, while the taxation of 
Ordinary business and professional 
occupations as a privilege is justi- 
fiable as a matter of principle, taxeg 


of this character should not be im- 
posed tn an arbitrary or haphazard 
manner, and without full informa- 
tion and accurate data upon which 
to base them. 

(2) That, with the general ad 
valorem property tax now in force, 
a fair and just measure Of the obli- 
gation to pay a tax for the privi- 
lege of engaging in certain trades. 
callings or lines of business eould 
not be fixed except possibly upon 
the basis of net income, which 
would require the inauguration 
of administrative machinery that 
would not be warranted by proba- 
ble results. 

“(3) That no permanent relief 
from the evils of the present gen- 
eral property tax can be had by re- 
sort to a state system of business 
licenses or privilege taxes at this 
time,’’ 

When one appraises the work of 
this South Carolina commission as 
I have done, then the significance 
of this conclusion cannot be too 
keenly appreciated.

'{ HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE ASPIRIN HABIT. 

Acetyl-salicylic acid, more com- 
monly known as “aspirin” is a coal- 
tar derivative widely employed as 
a painkiller., Formerly it had the 
protection of a patent, which expired 
two orthree years ago, so that any 
oné may now manufacture and sel] 
the drug. The patent having ex- 
pired, we may also speak frankly 
about the drug here. A great many 
inquiries from readers have been 
heretofore answered by mail only. 

The origina] excuse for resorting 
to this pain-killer is generally 
headache or neuralgia or some such 
pain. But the drug seems to take 
a hold upon the victim, so that the 
headache or neuralgia comes more 
and more frequently; or the victim 
falls into the habit of taking some 
of the drug to “ward off” or “pre- 
vent” a threatened headache, or the 
victim resorts to the drug to drown 
anxiety, fatigue, or other unhappy 
emotion. Some women have taken 
as much as 100 grains in a day. 

Now it is a peculiar fact that 
many victims of the habit go on for 
months and years abusing the drug 
before showing any grave constitu- 
tiona] injury, whereas others suc- 
cumpb to its effects after compara- 
tively short and moderate habitua- 
tion. This is probably accounted 
for by idiosyncrasy; just as cer- 
tain persons cannot take quinine in 
any dose without’ serious results. 
The acetyl-salicylic acid has the 
quality of a general analgesic—that 
is, it benumbs or relieves almost 
any kind of ache, pain or distress, 
for a short time. Of course it 
doesn’t cure the disease; it simply 
clubs the nervous system into tem- 
porary insensibility, so to speak: It 
depresses the heat-regulating cen- 
ter in the brain, and lowers the tem- 
perature of the body, in health and 
In fever, but only in a poisonous 
way, at the expense of vitality. 

Like many othér coal-tar de- 
rivaties whioh are pain-kill- 
ers, anxiety-dissolvers, fever- 
reducers, blood-destrovers and heart- 
weakeners, such as acetanilide, phe- 
nacetine and antipyrin (and these 
enter into a thausand and one dan- 
gerous nostrums) aspirin has bad 
effects, 

It is unwise and unsafe to take 
even a five-grain dose of aspirin 
without carefully rémaining lying 
down for at least half an hour after- 
ward. Disaster is courted when a 
dose of such a héeart-depressing 
drug is taken and any active exer- 
tion immediately entered upon 
thereafter. 

In common with the other coal-tar 
derivatives emploved as pain-kill- 
@rs, acetyl-salicylic acid interferes 
with the oxyfen-carrvinge function 
of the blood. A certain peculiar 
blueness of. fingernails and lips 
(cyanosis) is one sign of this and 
should be a warning to the victim 
that the habit is endangering life. 
A strange numbness felt after a 
dose of the favorite dope is another 
warning. When these @oal-tar pain- 
killers are abused in- spite of such 
warnings, it is not unusual to seea 
ruin follow. Sometimes § “sudden” 
death occurs. Sometimes the victim 
is committed to an institution for 
the insane. 

In farness I think acetyl-salicylic 
acid the least injurious of all the 
pam-killers, when such drugs must 


be employed. But the laity needs 


should be warned that it is danger-|

I for one say the kind of prohi- 
bition we think we are having is 
not worth the price it is costing 
in lives and loss of revenue to the 
government and “states, counties 
and cities as well. Prohibition has 
caused more trouble and made more 
criminals out of good citizens than 
any law ever passed, and the gov- 
ernment had better revise the law 
or we May pay the penalty Russia 
has paid for trying to enforce too 
drastic a law.

A committee of the Advertising 
club of Atlanta will wait on the 
authorities of Georgia Tech with- 
in the next few days to urge those 
authorities to consent to the use or 
rental of Grant field, Tech’s ath- 
letic stadium, for the Georgia- 
Dartmouth football game on No- 
vember 26.

Lowman, president of the club, the 
question will be submitted to the 
Tech authorities as an Atlanta 
proposition, involving the civic 
pride of Atlanta. : 

No Georgia team has appeared on 
Grant field since the severance of 
athletic -relations with Tech in 
1918. No Georgia football team has 
appeared on Grant field since No- 
vember of 1915, the last Georgia- 
Georgia Tech game having been 
played at Athens in 1916. AS a re- 
sult, though Atlanta js filled with 
University of Georgia alumni in the 
past two years. the Red and Black 


See been seen in football in At- 


lanta only three times. In 1919 the 
Bulldogs met Alabama in a hastily 
arranged game at Ponce de Leon 
park, Last season Georgia played 
Ggilethorpe and Alabama at the ball 
park. 

1 Despite the fact that Ponce de 
Leon is a spacious place, it i8s not 
arranged for football. Spectators 
accordingly suffer. On the other 
hand, Grant field was buliit with 
football in view as the chief at- 
traction. 

Here is the position that the 
Ad club committee takes. Dart- 
mouth is the first of the great 
eastern colleges ever to send its 
football] team south. The Big Green 
eleven ranks with the foremost 
football] teams of the world. The 
impression that Dartmouth receives 
of Atlanta as a football center will 
be the impression that the east will 
finally get. It behooves not only 
Georgia, but Georgia Tech, and 
everybody and everything else con- 
nected with Atlanta to see that the 
Dartmouth-Georgia game is han- 
dled in the hest possible style. And 
this can only be done at Grant 
field 

“We believe that with the matter 
put up to them in this way,” said 
PresidentA.owman, “we can win the 
consent of the Tech authorities. 
Anyhow, we are going to make a 
determined effort.”

The Ku Klux Kian will bring suit 
ateonce for libel against the New 


York ‘World and other newspapers 
publishing a series of articles coy- 
ering the activities of the klan, ac- 
cording to E. Y. Ciark, imperial 
kleagte of the glan, in a statement 
issued Thursday. The suit for libel 
will be based on alleged misrepre- 
sentation of facts in connection with 
the purposes and activities of the 
secret organization. ". 

Mr. Clark anneunced Thursday 
that legal -proceedings will be 
brought against The World and sev- 
eral other newspapers which have 
been publishing a series of articles 
about the artivities of Ku Klux 
Klan. In the jist of newspapers are 
the following: St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch, boston Globe, Pittsburg Sun, | 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, New Orleans 
Times-Picayune, Gaiveston News, 
Houston .Chronicle, Seattle Times, 
Milwaukee, Journal, Minneapolis 
Journal,.QkKlahoma City Okjaho- 
man, Toledo Biade, Fort Wayne 
News-Sentinel, Syracuse Herald and 
Albany Knickerbocker Press.,- 

According to Mr. Clark the dam- 
age suits against the newspapers 
will aggregate $10,000,000. 

Mr. Clark made his statement 
after consultation with W. J. Sim- 
mous, imperial. wizard of the klan. 
He sa#d there were several. state- 
ments in the opening article of The 
World’s series that are libelous and 
that his organization will hold all 
bewspapers publishing these articles 
to “strict accountability.” 

Mr. Clark issued a statement coy- 
ering the initial article in The World 
in which he said in part: 

We do not intend to answer in detail 
the articles appearing in The New York 
World until after the series has been coin- 
pleted, but we do intend to hold legaily 
liable The New York Word and every 
other newspaper or other publication im 
America, from this time forward, for any 
libelous statements regarding this organi- 
zation. 

The supreme attorney of the organization, 
Paul §. Etheridge, is now associating with 
him approximately two hundted, of the most 
prominent attorneys in America, and we 
intend to file libel suits against every pub- 
lication that has even technically libeled 


In the opening article of The New York 
World series there are any number of 
positive assertions for which The World 
inust agsume full: responsibility and either 
prove or accept the consequences which are 
sure to follow from legal action, 

‘‘Meb. Charge False.’’ 

Without going into detail regarding these 

assertions, it may be stated that their state- 
ment that sixty-four mobs wearing Ku Klux 
regalia have threatened individuals is an 
absolute falsehvod, and we intend that The 
World shall either prove this in court or 
bear the consequences. The statement ‘can- 
not be proven because no such thing has 
occurred, 
_ The statement that masked mobs wear- 
ing Ku Klux regalia have whipped two white 
women is absclutely false and had not even 
been charged prior to thig publication in 
The World. — 

The statement by anyoner that thig or- 
ganization is encouraging or fostering race 
hatred or religious prejudice is absolutely 
taise, and from this time forward we in- 
tend to couspel those making such state- 
nmunts to prove them or bear the conse- 
quences, 

It is true. that the Ku Kiux is a Protest- 

ant organization. for native-born’ white 
Americans only. The Protestants have as 
much right to organize a patriotic, frater- 
nal order as have the Jews, the Catholics 
or any other class of people. 
_The charge was first made that the Ky 
Klux Kian was being organizetl to annihi- 
late the negro. Now ft is admitted even 
by our enemies that the negro issue ts sec- 
ondary and incidental, so they are attack- 
ing us. on the ound that we are anti- 
Catholic and anti-Jewish.

The much discussed stabilization 
point in prices as a whole seems .vo 
have been reached in August, when 
the general level of prices rose oniy 
a shade of 1 per cent, and the great 
majority of the groups of different 
commodities showed only the smal'- 
est. of possible changes, Brad- 
street’s of September 1U0 will say. 
This is to be said, too, in spite of 
the fact that individual decreases 
exceeded increases, while 
group, textiles, rose rather sharply 
because of the outburst of strength 
in raw cotton amd the consequent 
upward surge ot priees of cotton 
eloth. This rise in the textile group 
plus fractional gains in- provisions 
and groceries, coal and coke and na- 
val stores slightly more than offset 
fair declines in live stock and one 
grade of leather, with almost in- 
tinitesimal decreases in six other 
groups. * 

Bradstreet’s Index Number of 
Commodity Prices as of September 1 
totaled $11.0868, a gain of only 
three-tenths of 1 per cent over Au- 
gust 1, this, however, making the 
third consecutive rise shown in the 
past three months. 

Compared with the low point as 
of June 1, prices are now 4.4 per 
cent up, but compared with January 
1 this year the decrease is 12.4 per 
cent, the decline from September 1 
a year ago is 38.3 per cent, and the 
drop from February 1, 930. the 
peak point of Bradstreet’s Index,.is 
47 per cent. Compared with August 

, 1914, the rise is still 27.3 per cent, 
while the rise of the September 1 
number this year over the average 
for the whole year 1913 is 20 per 
cent. 

In the detailed list of changes of 
commodity prices during August, 
fZiven beiow, the big feature is the 
Steadiness or strength shown by 
the large majority of prices. Thus 
50 out of 106 articles were unchang- 
ed on the month, while 22 advanced 
and 34 declined, the bulk of the lat- 
ter showing small changes,
